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Congressman Lodge on the Financial 
Issues. 

‘*T wish to speak to you to-night io 
regard to the financial issues of the 
campaign. In this campaign the finan- 
cial question has two sides, silver and 
the State banks. In regard to silver we 
are not left to the utterances of the 
platform in order to draw our conclu- 
sions. We have the votes of the two 
great parties in Congress to guide us. 
The free coinage of silver, which means 
the expulsion of gold, with all the con- 
sequent disorders of the. currency, 18 
supperted by an overwhelming major- 
ity of the Democratic party, and by a 
small minority of Republicans. This 
was shown by the votes in the House. 
The Republicans in the House voted 
against free coinage 6 to 1, a majority 
of. Democrats, nearly 2 to 1, favored it, 
and that majority would have been 
still larger if the coming election had 
not counselled a deceitful prudence 
among the Democratic leaders... Noth- 
ing, therefore, could be clearer than 
the attitude of the Democratic party on 
the question of free coinage, and if we 
turn to their candidate for President I 
do not think we get any increased com- 
fort. Mr. Cleveland wrote a letter at 
the time of the free coinage agitation, 
taking a sound position against free 
coinage. ‘Subsequently appeared an 
interview, modifying that letter, with 
Mr. Stevenson of Missouri. That in- 
terview has been the subject of much 
evasion, but no direct denial, and only 
the other day, Senator Vest declared 


in a speech, ‘It is within my personal 


knowledge that Mr. Cleveland wants 
free coinave of silver at a ratio he be- 
lieves just and proper, and that he will 
not veto a free coinage bill’—as you 
see, another evasion. 

The position of President Harrison, 
announcing a year ago in his Albany 


‘speech that he would voto a free coin- 


age bill, and his subsequent declaration 
that no free coinage bill ought to pass 
until an international ratio was agreed 
upon, is much stronger and clearer, 
While he is in the White House there 
can be no doubt that a free coinage 
bill can never become a law... re 

But there is something more than 
this to be considered. IL am one of 
those who believe that the act of 1890, 
passed for the temporary purpose of 
preventing the passage of a free coin- 
age measure, ought to be suspended or 
repealed. The Democrats will never 
repeal the act of 1890 unless they can 
put in its place one for the free coinage 
of silver. We ought to have immediate 
action in regard to the ast of 1890. We 
can never get that action with the 
Democratic House, because they elect 
a free coinage speaker, who. appoints a 
free coinage committee, and in that 
committee every bill which proposes to 
amend or repeal the act of 1890 is new 
hopelessly buried, They argue that 
the Democratic representatives from 
Massachusetts are as sound on the 
question as the Republican representa- 
tives. I grant it freely. Their votes 
in the House have shown it. But 
every Democratic vote that goes from 
Massachusetts 18 a vote for a free coin- 
age committee and renders all hope of 
changing the act of 1890 utterly vain. 
Your present representative and_ his 
colleagues on the Democratic side all 
voted, in caucus or out, for a pro- 
nounced free coinage man fer speaker, 
That vote far outweighs in importance 
any vote that they may subsequently 
cast against a free coinage bill. If 
they are re-elected, they will go back 
and dothe same thing. They will vote 
for a speaker whose election makes ab- 
solutely hopeless any attempt to repeal 
the act of 1890, or to place.our currency 
on a better basis. 

Democratic representatives from 
Massachusetts on this question are en- 
gayed in fighting their oWn party in 
order to prevent the unending mischief 
of free coinage. Republican represen- 
tatives will fight with their party for 
better laws in regard to coinage and 
currency, and every vote that is cast 
fer the Democratic candidates, no mat- 
ter how sound his personal views may 
be on the question of free coinage, is a 
direct vote to give the House of Rep- 
resentatives and all its legislation into 
the hands of a free coinage majority, 
led by a free coinage speaker. 
“~Great as are the dangers of the free 
coinage of silver, however, and of the 
continuance of the present legislation, 
they sink into comparative insignifi- 
cance compared to the proposition of 
the Demoératic platform in favor of 
repealing the tax on State banks. That 
plain declaration of the Democrats, 
which means the overthrow of the na- 
tional banking system, and the substi- 
tution of State banking, is not a mere 
platform utterance, but has already 
been embodied in legislation in hills 
offered by Democratic leaders in the 
House. It represents the desire of the 
Democratic party to inflate the cur- 
rency, if not nationally, then in those 
portions.of the country where the de- 
lusion of cheap money prevails. 

A whole generation has come upon 
the stage of active life since the de- 
struction of the State bank system in 
1863. They have never known the 
miseries and inconveniences which 


| that system produced and it is high 


time that they took into serious con- 
sideration this naked proposition, to 
revert to a system of banking which 
bears the same relation to our existing 
system as stage coaches do to railroads 
as a means of rapid transit. The old 
national banking system, which had 
one great bank of the United States, 
was overthrown by Andrew Jackson. 
Jackson had many great and good qual- 
ities. He was a brave and successful 
soldier, a patriotic American, a friend 
of the Union, and, I may add, a Protec- 
tionist, but when he undertook to regu- 
late the finances of the United States 
largely because he had a personal quar- 
rel with Nicholas Biddle, it was very 
much like handing over a watch toa 
monkey for purposes of regulation. He 
did not regulate the financial system of 
the United States—he destroyed it. 

The argument of convenience alone 
ought to be fatal to them. But when 
we add to that that they open the 
widest possible field for counterfeiting, 
they give uncertainty to every dollar in 
circulation, the objections to the sys- 
tem become overwhelming. They de- 
stroy the confidence of one part of the 
country in the business soundness of 
the other, and they lead to difficulties in 
exchange, which are incomprehensi- 
ble to the present generation. 

The manner in which the State bank- 
ing system worked is shown by the 
fact that in those States where there 
was least capital, and where the finan- 
ces were most unsound, the State bank 
issues were the largest. In 1860 the 
Southern States had $74,000,000 of 
State banking currency floating, against 

53,000,000 in the Middle States, and 
$47,000,000 in the New England States, 
where the eapital of the country was 
chiefly concentrated. This of itself 
shows the enormous danger which a re- 
version to this system would bring. 
But worse remains behind. . The re-es- 
tablishment of State banks means a 
limitless paper inflation, For one 
sound national system, it 18 proposed 
by the Democratic party to substitute 
44 sets of irresponsible State banks. 
Inconvenience, loss, uncertainty of 
value would follow this, as a matter of 
course. But there would also follow 
as certainly as the night follows the 
day, an absolute derangement of our 
whole System of domestic exchange. 
We are tied together much closer by 
every bond of business association than 
we were in 1860. If the currency in 
one section of the country 1s unsound 
it will affect the currency elsewhere. 
Payer inflation and derangement of the 
great, instrument of exchange means 
the loss of business confidence, the 
slackening of business enterprise, the 
injury of every established investment. 
The Democratic proposition to go back 
to State banks will lower the value of 
every dollar in the savings bank, and 
will reduce the purchasing power of 
every dollar of wagés. The injury 
which free trade would cause would be 
vast indeed, in my opinion, but it 
would sink to an inferior place in the 
presence of the commercial and -busi- 
ness disasters which would flow from 
this destruction of our banking system. 

I cannot believe that the intelligent 
people of Massachusetts will give their 
votes to any party, or the representa- 
tives of any party who directly or indi- 
rectly, through a free coinage speaker, 
or through crazy bills, or wild cat bank- 
ing, would launch the country upon a 
pathway which can ouly lead to busi- 
ness panic and financial ruin. 


Political Injustice. 


Dear Townsman:—I generally try to 
keep cool and serene. But just at this 
time I feel very mad—mad all over and 
all through. The occasion is that I 
have recently been compelled by the 
laws made by our dear Republican 
friends, in this state, to carry areund 
petitions asking my fellow citizens the 
privilege of having the names of the 
candidates I intend to vote for placed 
on the official ballot,—a separate peti- 
tion for every candidate. Some of these 
petitions require a thousand names, 
others less, according to the official 
standing of the candidate. This was 
novel business to me, and as you may 
suppose would be somewhat rasping to 
one’s feelings who lives under a gov- 
ernment that claims to afford all its 
citizens equal rights and privileges, 
but has, as I believe, no right to dis- 
criminate between one citizen and an- 
other in the exercise of suffrage. Why, 
indeed, should I who, because I belong 
to a small political party, be put to all 
this labor and trouble, running over 
town, and getting down on.my knees 
to others, asking them to give mea 
right to vote according to my reason 
and conscience in the sight of God? 
The whole thing is a shameful outrage, 
a piece of political intolerance and per- 
secution worthy the dark ages and the 
inquisition, and had its birth in the 
narrowest kind of partisan prejudice 
and bigotry. 

But this is not all. There are ether 
features in the ballot law of this state, 
indicating its intolerant and proscrip- 
tive spirit, equally conspicuous and un- 
fair. Either of the old parties can call 
a caucus, and if but three voters are 


present, they can legally nominate can- 
didates and have their names placed on 
the official ballot, but the , Prohibition- 
ists in calling a/caucus for the nomina- 
tion of. candidates are required to have 
twenty-five voters present to make it 
legal! No unjust discrimination here 
you see, but a perfect vindication of 
equal rights, and a complete illustra- 
tion of the Golden rule according to 
Republican principles! Then again, 
while the party designations ‘‘ Republi- 
can,” ‘*Democratic,’’ are placed on the 
Official ballot against their respective 
candidates, this privilege is denied the 
Prohibitionist. The name of his party 
is not recognized on the official ballot 
atall. The names of his candidates 
are put down under the head of ‘*nomi- 
nation papers,” or abbreviated as ‘‘nom. 
papers.’? Other features in this new 
law as framed by the Republican party 
might be noticed that’ show forcibly its 
spirit of unfairness and injustice, and 
the unequal burdens that it places 
upon a certain class of citizens who 
pay their taxes, and are entitled to the 
same rights that are claimed by others 
belonging to larger political organiza- 
tions. But this is sufficient I trust to 
show that there is no small reason for 
righteous indignation in view of such 
laws that stain our statute books and 
disgrace our christianity. And what 
adds to their infamy 1s, that they come 
from a party whose members are con- 
tinually whining about ‘‘fair elections,” 
and shed hogsheads of crocodile tears 
because the colored man, in certain sec- 
tions, is deprived of his vote by scurvy 
tricks or violence. But what is the 
essential difference whether the negro 
is politically ostracised by the shot-gun 
in Texas, or the white man is deprived 
of his vote by the embarassing compli- 
cations of a ballot law in Massachu- 
setts? 


There are some excellent things 
about the Australian system of voting. 
But it is a dangerous engine in the 
hands of strong and dominant parties 
to be used by them for purposes of 
political proscription. We have already 
seen that it is so used. Far better 
would it be to go back to the old plan 
than to have the poorest or weakest 
citizen of the state deprived of any of 
his political rights by any kind of un- 
just discrimination. 

Before I close this communication, 
I wish to take this opportunity to 
thank those citizens of Andover who 
have so readily signed the petitions to 
which I have referred, giving Prohibi- 
tion candidates a place upon the bal- 
lot, s6 that those who believe that pro- 
tection to our boys and homes érom a 
worse contagion than the cholera, is a 
greater political issue than protection 
to American tin, can have a chance to 
vote as their convictions dictate. But 
it will hardly be believed when I re- 
port that I did find among the pro- 
fessedly intelligent and Christian citi- 
zens of Andover, avery few persons 
who absolutely refused to sign such 
petitions,—persons so filled with party 
bigotry and hate that they were ready 
to deprive a class of their fellow-citi- 
zens an opportunity to vote at all un- 
less they voted for one or the other of 
the two old parties. A refusal to sign 
such a petition is really equivalent to 
saying that I shall not vote all. I must 
confess that I hardly expected to meet 
here in Andover such examples of petty 
narrowness of soul Shame on aman 
who can’t rise above political bigotry 
and spite so as to be willing te extend 
to others the same privileges that he 
would claim for himself under like cir- 
cumstances! Andshame on a political 
party that is reduced to the necessity 
of employing such unjust means and 
outrageous laws in order to perpetuate 


its control and power in the state.

Sealing Wax Is Made of Shellac. 

In olden times common beeswax 
was used for sealing envelopes. The 
wax was mixed with earthy materials 
to give it consistency. It was diffi- 
cult to preserve it, -however, as even 
a little heat tended to soften it. Later 
gum was introduced for this purpose, 
and then came sealing wax, which is 
made chiefly of shellac. The sealing 
wax that comes from India is the 
purest and is made almost entirely 
of shellac, vermillion or some other 
pigment being mixed. with it for 
color. All of the varieties of shellac 
are translucent, and some of the finer 
varieties are in sheets as thin as writ- 
ing paper.—Boston Globe.

Confused Dates. 


The attempt. to celebrate the anni- 
versaries of events connected with the 
career of Columbus has led to some 
errors. The important date of his first 
discovery of land in the Western Hem- 
isphere has been recently the occasion 
of a singular confusion. According to 
the reckoning of his cotemporaries it 
was Oct. 12, but according to present 
‘reckoning it was Oct. 21; hence the 
celebration throughout the United 
States has properly been assigned to 
the latter day. 

As many people are not familiar with 
the circumstances of the change from 
Old Style to New Style,on which the 
foregoing facts hinge, the following 
information will be timely. In A.D. 
325 the year was officially decreed to 
be 365 1-4 days in length; but this was 
11 minutes 10 1-4 seconds too much. 
This difference, in process of time, 
grew so great that the ecclesiastical 
festivals and other Christian anniver- 
saries were noticeably dislocated; hence 
the Pope of Rome in 1582 called upon 
his philosophers for a remedy. They 
advised the addition of ten days to the 
calendar and a re-adjustment of the 
length of the year. This was done, 
and since then all civilized countries 
have gradually been brought to reckon 
by the New Style thus introduced. As 
the discovery of America was nearly a 
century earlier, however, only. nine 
days need to be added to the dates then 
currently accepted in order to arrive at 
the true time of any occurrence. Thus 
Oct. 12 becomes Oct. 21, and so of any 
other day of that period. 

This explanation is so useful to read- 
ers not perfectly acquainted with it, that 
it might be well to cut it out and refer 
to it from time to time, as occasion 
warrants. 


A Plea for. Patience. 


A few weeks ago the TOWNSMAN 
spoke briefly in deprecation of trial by 
newspapers, apropos of the Borden 
tragedy at Fall River. We now feel 
moved to say something about the at- 
titude of the ‘dear public.”’ 

Led by some very respectable people, 
mostly ladies—of whom Mrs, Phelps- 
Ward and Mrs. Livermore may be men- 
tioned as shining examples—there has 
been aroused a very general sympathy 
for the prisoner, Miss Lizzie Barden, 
who is awaiting trial for the terrible 
crime. Her deprivations in prison are 
loudly denouneed; her guilt is: pro- 
nounced quite impossible; the police 
and others concerned in her arrest are 


| loaded with objurgations; and, if these 


good and humane souls could have 
their way, the suspected murderess 
would be set at liberty forthwith, with- 
out any trial, or at least be luxuriously 
quartered, while held in the hands of 
the law. 

Now all this is no new phenomenon 
in criminal annals. The Chicago an- 
archists, even after they were con- 
demned, had hosts of admirers. The 
vile brute who assassinated the Warden 
girlin New Hampshire, with cireum- 
stances of peculiar atrocity, received 
letters and other tokens of sympathy 
from soft-hearted contributors. With- 
out in the least assuming that Lizzie 
Borden belongs in this category—for 
we confess that the evidence thus far 
adduced against her is exceedingly 


‘| slendér and such as would not induce 


any jury to convict her of the double 
murder—we cite these extreme cases to 
illustrate a popular trait not altogether 
to be commended. : 
Condemning a suspected culprit off- 
hand and hanging him by a mob is 


wretched business; but so, too, are jail-. 


deliveries and the acquittal of grave 
offenders out of mere sentiment. Bet- 
ter the calm and dispassionate action 
of the courts. 

A somewhat prolonged experience 
has led us to have a great deal of 
respect for the acumen of professional 
detectives and trained police-ofticials. 
Their scent on the track of criminals is 
sometimesalmost preternatural. Where 
ordinary mortals see nothing suspicious, 


they will often get a clue which may, 


lead to absolute certainty. The Fall 
River officials believe they have the 
right theory of this terrible tragedy, 
and their belief has been to,some ex- 
tent fortified by the action of ‘an hon- 
orable occupant of the bench. Police 
and judge may have blundered. Lizzie 
Borden may be as innocent as any child 
in the community where she _ lived. 
But our plea with the public is now to 
let the courts determine the issue, 
without fear or favor. The tribunal 
before which she is to be arraigned 
will be as impartial as human wisdom 
can devise. The jury of her country- 
men will not be prejudiced against her. 
Able counsel will protect her interests, 
and Justice in a matter of such mo- 
ment will incline the scale to mercy’s 
side. If the clearest evidence of guilt 
should not be brought forward by the 
government, no verdict for the con- 
demnation of the defendant can be ob- 
tained. With that confident assurance, 
we advise the world at large, who are 
moved to such an extent by impulse, 
to control their partisanship and allow 
those whose proper business it is, to 
settle this mystery according to the 
laws of the land. 


Candidate Cleveland has given to the 
press his letter of acceptance, as a 
presidential possibility for the ensuing 
four years. After so long an interval 
of waiting, public interest is not very 
keen in its platitudes. The fact is that 
these letters of nominees are now of 
far less importancé than they once 
were. The party platform, the candi- 
date’s record—these count for some- 
thing with the voters. But a letter 
which everybody knows is only a spe- 
cial plea and a bid for help .from the 
masses is read by few and forgotten by 
all. Mr. Cleveland’s first letter of ac- 
ceptance, in 1884, declared that he 
would not be an aspirant for a second 
term in the White House; yet here he 
isrunning for the third time as his 
party’s standard-bearer, and it is well 
known that he made strenuous efforts 
in 1888 to remain in his exalted Office. 
After such an experience, how much 
dependence can be placed in his utter- 
ances on the eve of an election? 


Thrown from an Electric Car. 
Brainard Cummings, our well known 
contractor, met with an accident on the 
electric cars Tuesday afternoon, from 
which he escaped more fortunately than 
at first anticipated. It seems that he 
started for Lawrence to pay some bills, 
and his first stop was to be at.Ladd’s 
box factory near the bottom of Phillips 
Hill. Just what was the cause of his 
fall is not quite clear; but Mr. Cummings 
says he recollects stepping down on to 
the running board and signalling the 
conductor tostop. But whether the sud- 
den stopping of the car or a mistep 
caused by getting off too quickly, threw 
him he cannot say. However, he says it 
seemed as if he went twenty feet into the 
air and then landed on his face. After 
this he remembers hardly anything and 
was in a bewildered state of mind until 
his arrival home. 

He was picked up and taken to a house 
near by, where he was kindly attended 
to and a doctor soon arrived with Supt. 
Morton, the fact having been reported at 
the station by conductor Geo. Loud. 
When the next car arrived he was. put 
on, and taken to his home on Park St. 
‘His face was cut and bruised in several 
places and his left shoulder is quite lame. 
However he is able to be around and is 
glad that his injuries are no worse. He 
says that no blame can be attached to 
any one. 

In this connection Mr. Cummings 
wishes us to express his thanks to those 
persons who kindly cared for him and 
rendered assistance at the time of the 
accident and afterwards. 


Public Scheol Notes. 


The ‘teachers held their first regular 
monthly meeting at the Centre Grammar 
Building, Wednesday at 10 A m. 

The superintendent spoke of matters 
which seemed to demand attention at the 
beginning of the school year. The teach- 
ers organized for the work of the year 


‘by electing the following officers: Presi- 


dent, W. A. Baldwin; vice-president, 
Miss S. M. Wilbur; secretary and treas- 
urer, Miss Anna Chase. The executive

Miss A. A. Richardson was appointed 
to represent the teachers im helping to 
select the books. 

The monthly meetings will occur on 
Friday afternoons. Weekly meetings 
will also occur on each Wednesday from 
4.30 to 5.30 p.m. These weekly meetings 
will be devoted to lectures by the super- 
intendent on pedagogy. 

The Board of Education at its last reg- 
ular meeting adopted the program for 
Columbian Day as prepared and recom- 
mended by the principals of schools. A 
full program with line of march and 
other particulars will be given later. 


The County Fair. 


Another successful exhibition of the 
Essex County Agricultural Society has 
passed into history, but it will be remem- 
bered for its many interesting features 
and exhibits. The weather on the whole 
was good and the attendance each day 
was large. Andover as usual was largely 
représented in both the matter of attend: 
ance and exhibits. The exhibition of 
cattle, poultry, and agricultural imple- 
ments at the circus grounds in South 
Lawrenve was fully as good as last year, 
while the display of farm products and 
domestic articles in city hall while very 
good was not up to last year’s standard. 
This was due perhaps to the fact that 
none of the large mills had exhibits this 
year, : 

The annual meeting of the society was 
held Tuesday morning in the Court 
house, and the following officers elected:

It was voted to request the trustees to 
have the annual meeting at some other 
time, as it now every year takes time 
from the regular fair doings. The meet- 
ings will probably be held hereafter in 
December or January. 

The City Hall was thronged with visi- 
tors both days. The best displays were 
made by the Beach Soap Co., Briggs & 
Allyn, Brown & Ackroyd dress goods, 
Byron Truell, H. M. Whitney & Co. 
druggists, M. E. Austin & Co. hardware, 
Lawrence Gas Company, Enterprise Por- 
trait Company. ‘There was also a fine 
exhibit of fruit, vegetables; and one 
room was given up entirely to a fine dis- 
play of art. 

One of the best features of the fair was 
the Grange exhibits in the First Baptist 
Church near City Hall. The Andover 
Grange again proved its superiority by 
taking the first premium of $40, North 
Andover received the second, $30; West 
Boxford third, $20, and Methuen fourth, 
$10. The Andover display was easily the

At 11.30 Wednesday the annual address 
was given in Lawrence Street Church by 
ex-mayor E. P. Dodge of Newburyport. 

He called attention to wealth and its 
bearing on the material welfare of man, 
By the term wealth, he did not mean 
money, which is wealth only: in a limited 
sense. The products of land and sea, of 
mills and factories constituted wealth. 
Mr. Dodge spoke at some length on the 
dependence of one man on another, of 
one class of labor on another and the 
necessity of exchange of products of 
labor, and the common necessities of 
life. He compared the present needs and 
conditions of men with éarlier times, 
and showed how increased and improved 
conditions caused greater diversities 
among labor, and thus increased the 
wealth of the country and indirectly the 
wealth of individuals. Needs of men 
never being satisfied also increased labor 
and consequently wealth.

Republicans Enthuse. 


RALLY AND FLAG RAISING, 


The Republicans of this town opetied 
the campaign last Saturday night with a 
very successful demonstration consisting 
of a flag raising and a rally, with the ac- 
companying band of music and red fire. 
Soon after seven o'clock theerowd began 
to gather around the Republican head- 
quarters on Park Street where a smal} 
procession was formed, composed of the. 
Andover Brass Band, the Boys Repub- 
lican Club carrying torches, and a few 
others. They marched to the Depot and 
acted as escort to Hon. Henry Cabot 
Lodge, who arrived on the 7.30 train. 
The streets were lined with people dur. 
ing all the proceedings. When the pro- 
cession reached Elm Square, a large: 
American flag, bearing the names of Har- 
rison and Reid, was thrown to the breezes 
while the Band played “The Star Spang- 
led Banner,’ and the crowd gave three 
rousing cheers. 

The scene of operations was then. 
changed to the Town Hall, which rapidly 
filled up with a crowd eager to listen to 
the two distinguished speakers. There. 
were several democrats in the audience 
and the gallery was well filled with ladies. 
On the stage were seated many promi- 
nent republicans of Andover, North An- 
dover, Methuen, and Lawrence. When 
Congressman Lodge and Mr. Knox ap- 
peared on the stage with Geo. S. Cole 
and Prof. Taylor, the presiding officer, 
there was long and loud applause. Geo, 
8. Cole, chairman of the Republican 
Town Committee, called the gathering to 
order, and presented Prof. Taylor. 

Prof. Taylor briefly, but in a very ap- 
propriate manner, introduced as the first 
speaker of the evening William S. Knox 
of Lawrence, the republican candidate 
for congress from the fifth district, of 
which Andover is'a part. Mr. Knox was 
very cordially received and in his address 
was frequently interrupted with ap- 
plause. His remarks were confined 
almost wholly to the tariff question and 
the advantages which have been and are 
to be derived from protection as main- 
tained by the republicans. ‘It is,” he 
said, ‘‘the greatest wonder that in this 
manufacturing district there can be any 
doubt as to the choice of a congressman. 
The democratic party of to-day is a free- 
trade party, that is a party in favor of a 
free-trade tariff. The government can- 
not run for a day without a revenue, and. 
that must be on the commodities of life.’” 
Thirty years under protection have given 
us unequalled prosperity and is it for our 
welfare to change to the free-trade policy 
of the democrats? This country is none 
too good for the manufacturer and la- 
borer is the declaration of the republican

Hon. Henry Cabot Lodge, of Nahant,

He began with brief allusions to the 
present congress and to the tariff, but 
said that he wished to speak principally 
on the financial question, which enters 
strongly into the campaign. From a re- 
publican standpoint it was a very able 
statement of the question, and the audi- 
ence appreciated it by frequent applause.

“The Andover Band.”’ 


The service of ordination of five young 
meh to the gospel ministry in Farming- 
ton, Me., Tuesday, was an event of mo- 
ment to New England. In 1843 eleven 
young men, graduates of Andover Theo- 
logical Seminary, constituted the ‘‘lowa 
Band,” and went to that State and dida 
great deal toward its development. Now, 
in 1892, five graduates of the same theo- 
logical seminary and of the class of 1892 
have listened to an appeal from the State 
of Maine, and have already entered upon 
their work in Franklin county. They 
were ordained by a service at Farming- 
ton. A company of noted clergymen and 
educators from various parts of New 
England participated in the exercises, 
among whom were Prof. W. J. Tucker 
and Rev. F. A. Wilson of this town. 

The young men are graduates of col- 
leges of New England, and all of the class 
of ’92 of Andover. They are C. D. Sew- 
all of Farmington, Me, E. R. Smith of 
Bedford, Mass., E. R. Stearns of Saco, 
Me., W. W. Ranney of Bennington, Vt., 
J. C. Gregory of Wilton, Conn. 

These able and accomplished young 
men are to labor in the sparsely popu- 
lated towns where once flourishing 
churches are now trying to hold the fort, 
although through the departure of the 
young people for more busy scenes it has 
been attended with much difficulty. The 
Home Missionary Society supplement 
the salaries paid by the societies in the 
towns, and the outlook is hopeful. The 
ordination and the work of the five young 
men is of great interest to all New Eng- 
landers, as it may solve the problem now 
so unsettled of keeping alive the church 
in many a town where the deserted 
farms are found.

Had His Leg Broken. 


The following taken from the Norwalk, 
O., Reflector is printed at the request of 
Mr. H.F. Pasho of this town, an acquaint- 
ance of Mr. Mills, who was formerly em- 
ployed on the Boston and Maine. Mr. 
Mills also had other acquaintances here: 


Engineer H. G. Mills, of the Wheeling 
& Lake Erie road, had his left leg brok- 
en Sunday morning about half past three 
o’clock in a collison at Lodi. 

He took passenger train No. 9 east that 
morning, and when just east of Lodi 
station ran into a freight train, The 
train had no lights out but Mr. Mills and 
his fireman, Chas.

The Platform 

includes the work of the Chicago conven- 
tion. It reviews with pride the adminis- 
tration of Cleveland, and looks forward 
with hope to his election. The tariff plank 
heartily endorses the Chicago resolution 
on that subject, and demands free raw 
material. The force bill is characterized 
asinfamous. A national bankruptcy law 
is advocated. 

The platform asserts that the stability 
ofthe mercantile world and the well being 
of the people rest upon a currency based 
upon such principles as will cause it to be 
sound and elastic. Paper money will at 
all times be most desirable for use, and 
should be issued by state banks under na- 
tional control, thereby preserving a per- 
fect unity. It should be secured by gold 
deposits. Gold and silver should be of 
interchangeable value. An international 
standard is recommended. 

The McKinley Bill 
is said to be utterly at variance with the 
solemn promises of the Republican party, 
and is conclusive evidence of the intention 
of a Republican congress to delude the 
people. 

The Republican administration of the 
civil service law is denounced. Genuine 
reciprocity with Mexico, Canada and Cen- 
tral and South America is demanded. 
Local ‘self-government, ,without interfer- 
ence by the legislature, is insisted upon. 

An increase in the number of state offi- 
cials is frowned upon, and the abolition of 
the executive council demanded. Atten- 
tion is called to the labor legislation of re- 
cent years, credit for the passage of which 
is chiefly due to Democratic members of 
the general court. 

The administration of Governor Russell 
is enthusiastically praised. 


Mr. Lilley Declines. 


LOWELL, Mass., Sept. 20—Hon. Charles 
8. Lilley, woo was nominated Tuesday for 
attorney general on the Democratic state 
ticket, will decline to permit the use of his 
name as a candidate. 

Mr. Lilley told a reporter that if he ac- 
cepted he would be expected, and would 
himself expect, to take an active part in 
the campaign, but his law business will 
not permit him to do so,. His name was 
used in the convention without consulta- 
tion with him. 


Suffocated in Mud. 

SPRINGFELD, Mass., Sept. 26.—L. H. 
Ross was found dead in a field. by his 
house on the Hampden road in East Long- 
meadow yesterday. He was lying in a 
mud-hole and on his body was his horse, 
who was unable to get up on account of 
the deep mud. The body had been lying 
face down for about six hours, and death 
came from suffocation. Ross was 52 years 
old aud leaves a widow with whom he was 
not living. 


Big Shoe Factory Burned. 

SouTH BRAINTREE, Mass., Sept. 26.— 
Williams & Kneeland’s shoe factory was 
tlestroyed by fire yesterday. The firm es- 
timates its loss on stock and machinery at 
$60,000, with an insurance of $45,000. The 
building ang engine were owned by F. A. 
Hobart, who estimates his loss at about 
#5000. The fire was probably of incendiary 
origin. 

Won by Griffin. 

Conky IsLAND ATHLETIC CLUB, Sept. 
27,—Johnny Griffin of Brockton, Mass., 
knocked out Jimmy Lynch of New York 
in five rounds at the Coney Island Athletic 
club. It is the winner’s announeed inten- 
tion to challenge George Dixon for $10,000 
a side and the featherweight championship 
of the world. 


Cleveland Accepts. 
BuzzARD’s BAY, Mass., Sept. 27.—Late 
yesterday afternoon Mr. Cleveland sent 
out his letter of acceptance in reply to his 
notification by the Democratic committee 
as being the Democratic candidate for 
presiaent. 


BY COLLISION AND FIRE. 


Steamers Henry M. Whitney and Water- 
town Meet with Disaster. 


Boston, Sept. 29.—Sunk in mid-chan- 
pel, That isthe fate of the fastest and 
best steamer of the Metropolitan line, the 
Henry M. Whitney. ‘ 

She swung free from her dock at 6:10 
last night, and steamed down the harbor, 
bound for New York. Five minutes later 
the big Warren liner Ottoman .crashed 
into her starboard bow. The Ottoman had 
the weight and the speed,and the Whitney 
went down almost immediately. Her 
stern anda portion of her port side re- 
mained above water. That explains why 
no life was lost. 

For some unaccountable reason, the 
Ottoman disregarded the Whitney’s re- 
peated signals to pass on the port side, It 
was this that brought the ships together. 

Boston, Sept 29.—Steamer Watertown, 
which has been plying between Boston and 
Lynn this season, caught fire on her in- 
ward trip and was run ashore just after 
passing Shirley gut. The boat cost %50,- 
000, and was built only two years ago. 

None of the passengers were seriously 
injured, but Mrs. Mary Frances Carter, 38 
years of age, wife of the steward of the 
steamer, who was or the trip for pleasure, 
recieved injuries from which she died. 
Her husband, H. A. Carter, was burned 
about the face and neck,but not seriously. 
The crew escaped with the loss of all their 
personal effects, and with only the clothes 
they stood in, 


A LOSS OF $300,000 


By the Burning of a Woollen Mill and 
Other Property at Warren, Mass. 


WARREN, Mass., Sept. 29.—The woollen 
mill of Sayles & Jenks was’ wholly 
burned yesterday afternoon. The fire was 
discovered about 12:55 p. m. An alarm was 
rung in, hut thetown apparatus consists 
only of a hand engine and a hook and lad- 
der truck, which were of no use in such a 
blaze, and assistance was asked from 
West Brookfield and Palmer. 

In addition to the main structure was a 
three-story addition, 60x40, three stories; 
a wheel and picker house, 40x40, a one- 
story dye house,40x60, a three-story store- 
house, 40x75, packed full of wools; a frame 
storehouse, 30x40, a two-story brick house, 
80x125, four tenement houses and an 
office building, all being burned with 
their contents. The loss is about $300,000; 
insured for about $270,000. 

The mill was for manufacturing fancy 
cloakings, employed about 200 hands, and 
was running overtime to fill orders, 

Sparks from the mill set fire-to the 
Methodist church, a half mile away, burn- 
inga hole through the roof, and doing 
about $200 damage also to a store and 
three dwellings in different parts of the 
village. 


BY AMBULANCE AND SIGNAL. 


Two Invaluable Branches of the Massa- 
chusetts Militia Show Their Efficiency. 
Boston, Sept. 29.—Yesterday was the 

fall field day of the Second brigade signal 

corps and of the ambulance corps of both 
the First and Second brigades, the com- 
mon being the seene of operations. A com- 
plete field hospital was set up on the 
parade grounds, and with this and the 
ambulance the medical corps under Lieu- 
tenants Standish and Clark demonstrated 
its efficiency in caring for the wounded. 

The signal corps under Lieutenant 

Sprague were divided into squads and 

sent out tostations in the vicinity as 

follows: 

The bicycle squad was ordered to pro- 
ceed to Parker hill and to the east armory. 
The foot squad was alsodivided. The first 
division marched to the south armory; the 
second sought the roof of the Park build- 
ing, in Park square. Those remaining on 
the field were directed by Sergeant Stev- 
ens. Messages were then passed along this 
line by means of the cipher code, Colonel, 
Carter of the inspector general’s depart- 
ment was present and viewed the evolu- 
tions with a critical eye. 


HELD FOR THE GRAND JURY. 


Damaging Evidence Against Edward 
Byor, the Wendell Murder Suspect. 
GREENFIELD, Mass., Sept. 26.—Judge 

Malone heard the examination and Judge 

Dana the inquest of Edward Beauregard, 

otherwise known as Edward Bgor, 

charged with the murder of Mrs, Abigail 

Rogers at Farley, in the town of Wendell, 

on Sept. 4. The court found probable 

cause of guilt, and bound Bgor over to the 
grand jury to be heard on the second 

Monday of November at this town, The 

gvernment fixed the date of the murder as 

Sept. 4, which the defense did not combat. 

The case against the accused was strong, 

and the defense did not shake it. 

Edward Bgor, the defendant, was very 
uneasy, and was especially restless during 
Arthur Bgor’s tsstimony, for Artie was 
the last person who saw Edward at the 
hut. The balance of circumstance and 
fact was badly against the defendant. The 
state’s case, as put in by District Attorney 
Aiken was full of new evidence that had 
had no publicity, and was straightfor- 
ward, consistent and strong. 


Guilty of Instigating Forgery. 

Boston, Sept. 28.—Austin R. Smith was 
found guilty of being an accessory to 
forging the name of Miss Mary E. Hayden 
to a mortgage deed and a note of $7500, in 
the superior criminal court. Smith, to- 
gether with Charles W. Bingham, who 
had previously pleaded guilty to a similar 
offense, and Mrs. Caroline E, Husbands 
were. parties to a scheme of “tapping a 
title,’ by whick®the Conveyancers’ Title 
Insurance company was swindled out of 
$7500. Mrs. Husbands has not been tried. 


Genuine Winter Weather. 

WoopsVILLE, N. H., Sept. 28.—A terrific 
wind and snowstorm prevailed on Mt. 
Washington. The velocity of the wind 
was 100 miles an hour. All wires are down 
and communication between Glen House 
and the summit has. been cut off. Trains 
cannot come down ‘the mountain, owing 
to the snow and ice. 


Leather Firm Assigns, 

Boston, Sept. 27.—The firm of Henry 
Poor & Son, tanners and leather dealers 
of 58 South street, a well known house for 
three generations back, has made an as- 
signment. The assignee’ is Edward H. 
Dunn of Dunn, Green & Co. The amount 
of the indebtedness is about $275,000; assets 
about $500,000.

THE MAKING OF FOOD. 


How the Business of Producing bse 
to Eat Has Grown in a Few Yea 

The influence of the potion 
trade on the development of the 
countries of production does not con- 
cern us directly, but in considering 
the subject as a whole some allusion 
must be made to it. The prepara- 
tion of food for exportation has been 
asource of prosperity wherever it 
has been able to establish itself, but 
among the many regions that have 
made money by it the United States 
have profited the most. They were 
first to begin, on a large scale at 
least, and they have gone on until 
they may be said to be growing 
everything. Though the larger part 
of their products is already required 
for home use, their shipments else- 
where have ‘become a business of 
great gain to them, and have aided 
largely in the opening of new terri- 
tories, but let it be remembered that, 
unlike us, they live exclusively on 
what they raise, and only send away 
their surplus. 

The canning trade of the west has 
been carried to its actual success, not 
by exportation, but by home con- 
sumption. Of the 1,100,000 tins of 
fruit prepared in California in 1890 
only 147,000 are shown to have been 
shipped abroad from Californian 
ports. All the rest ‘‘went east,” and 
though we must allow largely for 
exportations from Chicago, which 
has become a great distributing cen- 
ter, it is beyond doubt that the 
greater portion of the rest was used 
for native wants. In the matter of 
fruit the yield can hardly keep up 
with the home demand, although its 
increase is so rapid that the quanti- 
ties of many sorts of both tinned 
and dried fruits are doubling from 
year to year. And soit is in many 
other trades. The pack of tinned 
salmon on the Pacific coast affords 
almost the sole example of overpro- 
duction. It reaches to about 1,600,- 
000 cases, of which British Columbia 
furnishes 400,000 and the United 
States 1,200,000. The market cannot 
absorb all this, and the make will 
have to be cut down. 

The provision trade of Chicago 
now attains an annual income of 
$28,000,000, although 1 -at canning 
has spread away from its great home 
to many new points out vest, and is 
prospering especially at Cedar 
Rapids, Sioux City and Kansas City. 
Beet sugar making is also on the in- 
crease. In Canada, too, there has 
been much progress, especially since 
the opening of the Canadian Pacific 
railway; but in comparison with 
what is happening in the States, 
Canada seems fast asleep. 

Australia is only beginning; but 
she is trying her hand at many prod- 
ucts, and there is good ground to 
hope that, as the years pass on, she 
may become the greatest of our pur- 
veyors. If she could cure the earthly 
taste of her wines, they might be 
largely sold among us. India is aug- 
menting her shipments to us, and 
there—as almost everywhere indeed 
—food of various sorts is assuming 
an important position among ex 
ports. In Europe itself the pro- 
duction of many of the more deli- 
cate articles is steadily gaining 
strength; Malta and Teneriffe are 
supplying us with increasing quan- 
tities of potatoes; and even in such 
an-out of the way little country as 
Bosnia an important commerce has 
grown up in dried plums, from 15,- 
000 to 40,000 tons being sent away 
‘ each year, according to the crop. 
All the world is gaining in pro- 
portion as we gain ourselves.—Black- 
wood’s Magazine, 


Where the Idea of Canning Came From. 

Few people are aware that we are 
indebted to the people of old Pom- 
peii, who were all smothered in the 
First century of the Christian era, 
for one of the most important indus- 
tries of our time—the canning busi- 
ness. Years ago, when the first ex- 
cavations were made in that buried 
city, an American came upon sev- 
eral jars of figs. When they were 
opened the contents were found to 
be as fresh and palatable as when 
they were put up eighteen centuries 
before. 

Investigations instituted on the 
spot proved that the fruit had been 
put into jars in a highly heated 
state, and that an aperture for the 
escape of steam had been left in the 
lid, which, when it had served its 
purpose, was sealed over with war. 
Yankee ingenuity caught the idea at 
once, and the next year canning 
factories were erected all over the 
United States.—Chicago Herald. 


Washington’s Lumber. 

In 1890 the cut from the state of 
Washington amounted to 1,200,000,- 
000 feet, valued at $18,000,000. Of 
this quantity of the manufactured 
product there were exported 112, 255,- 
358 feet of large lumber and timber 
and 12,153,000 feet of pickets, shin- 
giles and laths, making a total ex- 
portation of 124,374,358 feet. The 
United Kingdom, China, Australia 
and Hawaii received the greater por- 
oie of this supply.—Port Crescent

A Sculptor in Grease. 


The sculptors in Greece are cele- | 


brated, but a ‘‘sculptor in grease” is | 
something of a novelty in the art 
world. Nevertheless Washington 
possesses such a phenomenal artist, 
who finds scope for the exhibition of 
his genius not in classic marble or 
plastic clay, but bas-relief models in 
lard and busts in butterine. His 
name is B. C. Ford, and his studio is 
at the west of Center market. 

The way Mr. Ford entered upon 
his artistic career was entirely by 
accident. It is his custom to pile fif- 
ty or sixty pounds of lard upon his 
counter, and one day he carelessly 
picked up a knife and carved a bas- 
relief portrait in the side. It was 
merely an ideal head, drawn at ran- 
dom, but possessed such merit as to 
attract considerable attention and 
custom from the marketers. Sena- 
tor Manderson, who happened along, 
was particularly struck with the por- 
trait, which he declared to be a re- 
markable likeness of Sir Walter Ra- 
leigh. 

Since then Mr. Ford has continued 
his experiments and developed con- 
siderable skill in manipulating his 
novel material for’ modeling. His 
tools are ordinary carving knives, 
with which he chisels out in rough 
some ideal face. The features are 
afterward molded and smoothed by 
the fingers, the warmth of which 
renders the lard plastic. When this 
has been done to the artist's satis- 
faction he dips his fingers in ice wa- 
ter, which chills and fixes the fea- 
tures, at the same time imparting a 
marblelike gloss to the bust and 
showing almost translucent in the 
electric light.—Washington Post.
